TO ORDER AT NOON 


NATION’S 
LAW MAKERS 
AGAIN IN SESSION. 
ARE 


The Legislation to Come Up Is Not 
Expected to Be of Any Great Im 
portance—The Income Tax Appro 
priation Will Surely Go Through— 
Forecast of Business Anticipated. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 3.—Both houses 
of congress were called to order a t 
noon to-day for the regular w inter ses­ 
sion. 
Present indications are th at the 
senate will be ready for business, 
while fears are expressed th at 
no 
quorum of the house will be on hand. 
Senators and representatives poured 
into W ashington last evening. 
Vice- 
President Stevenson took his old rooms 
a t the Normandie and reports his 
daughter much 
improved. 
Speaker 
Crisp has been in town for severa 
days, and ex-Speaker Reed arrived at 
the Shoreham late last evening. 
The 
Pennsylvania limited from 
Chicago 
brought a wholejplatoon of western 
statesmen, including Senators Cullom 
of Illinois, Allison of Iowa, Hans 
brough of N orth Dakota, Power o 
Montana, and any number of repre­ 
sentatives. 
Interviews w ith a large number o 
the senators and representatives de­ 
veloped a unanim ity of feeling rela­ 
tive to the prospects of the session, 
which are expected to include little or 
nothing beyond the regular appropria­ 
tion bills. 
Several of the republican 
senators declared the republicans in 
the upper house could not afford to de­ 
feat the appropriation for the collec­ 
tion of the income tax. 
They argue 
that, as the law was regularly passed 
they can not put themselves in the 
position of preventing its execution 
and depriving the government of much 
needed revenue. 
Many of the repub­ 
lican senators would willingly vote for 
its repeal on a straight issue, but will 
not obstruct the appropriation if re­ 
ported by the democratic majority on 
the senate finance committee. 
Representatives and 
senators say 
th a t while nothing is in sight on the 
tariff or the currency on which the 
m ajority can agree, something must be 
done to provide work outside of the 
appropriation bills, aud hence it is be­ 
lieved th at measures like the Chicago 
public building stand a good chance of 
passage. 
The Nicaragua canal will 
receive early attention, as well as the 
bankruptcy and anti-option bills, be­ 
sides which the free silver men will 
have a - num ber of measures. 
The 
President's message will be delivered 
to congress in the afternoon.

legally elected.

Short Session. 
W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 3.—Beyond tile 
passage of the regular appropriation 
bills it seems probable th at little in 
the way of legislation will be accom­ 
plished at the short session, although 
several im portant propositions 
will 
doubtless be pressed to the front. 
Be­ 
fore the adjournm ent for the holidays 
it will be necessary to pass an appro­ 
priation to carry out the tariff bill 
provision levying a tax on incomes, the 
collection of which begins Jan. I, and 
while it will no doubt meet w ith oppo­ 
sition and lead to a general review of 
the argum ents against such a tax, the 
general impression is th at it will pass 
by a large majority. 
The impeachment of Judge Ricks of 
the northern district of Ohio will also 
furnish a diverson before the holidays 
if the judiciary committee which in­ 
vestigated the charges should present 
a resolution of impeachment and it 
should carry. 
The trial would occur 
in the senate, the chief justice presid­ 
ing. 
Impeachment proceedings are 
rare and novel, and this one, the first 
since the trial of President Johnson, 
would attract national attention. 
This afternoon if a quorum is pres 
ent in the house after the calling of 
the roll nothing will be done probably 
beyond the reading of the President’s 
message. 
No definite program has 
been arranged for the remainder of the 
week. 
The committee on appropria­ 
tions. however, has two bills almost 
prepared, the pension and fortification 
bills, and they will be reported to-mor 
row so th at work upon them can be 
entered upon Wednesday. 
The senate will be called to order 
to-day a t 12 o'clock noon, when the 
Fifty-third congress w ill begin. 
The 
session will begin with a full calendar, 
the result of committee action during 
th e long session, and it contaings at 
least 200 items, covering a wide range 
o f matters. 
Nothing has transpired 
to indicate which of these 200 ques­ 
tions will 
receive 
first attention, 
w hether they wi’l be taken in their 
ofder, or w hether the calendar will be 
followed a t alL 
Much interest is felt among senators 
of all political beliefs in the President’s 
message and in the recommendations 
which the secretary of the treasury 
will make 
on financial 
questions. 
These will have much to do in direct­ 
ing the course of the senate. 
If there 
are recommendations for radical de­ 
partures in financial methods they are 
sure to lead to much speechmaking 
early in the session and later to form 
the basis of committee actions. 
There appears to be nothing outside 
of financial or tariff questions likely 
to excite a ripple during the week, and 
it is not certain that, whatever may 
happen later in the session, there will 
l>e much in these lines to disturb the

We are told that double brick walls 
should be bound together by brick 
laid crosswise about 
every

courses. 
In this building we hear 
very little binding has 
been 
done. 
One wall often being built up twenty 
cr more courses they say before the 
other, with no chance for binding 
bricks. 
Masons tell us that about one hun­ 
dred barrels of cement are needed for 
mortar for the walls of this building 
It is said that less than one fifth that 
amount has been used. 
If reports 
are true, will such mortar make safe 
walls? 
Many bricksused in the interiorwalls 
are, they say, easily crushed by pres­ 
sure. 
Add to this the imperfections 
already mentioned and what will be 
the result?

The Great Lawyer's Income Was Un­ 
usually l im ited Even for His Day. 
One of our correspondents has been 
so lucky as to fall in w ith a little 
leather-covered book, like those of 
our bank depositors, which contains 
Daniel W ebster’s autograph record of 
his legal receipts. This chronicle fills 
tw enty-eight pages, and extends a 
little more than from 1833 to 1836 in­ 
clusive. 
The first sntry, dated Sep- . 
tem ber in the former year, is of $50, ’ 
and the second of $20, for retainers 
on the New York circuit. 
The first ’ 
fee of $1,000 was paid in May, 1834, 
by a Mr Badger. 
Services regarding 
Cilley’s will commanded $800. 
The 
to ta l am ount for the first year was 
$13,140, w ith the rem ark, “Sept. 22. 
1834, thus done 
and 
concluded.” 
A sim ilar summing up appears a t 
th e close of each other year. 
The 
second total is $15,183.74; the third is 
$21,793. 
The first entry of $2,000 was 
in 1835, March 7; the first of $3,000 
December 7 in the same year. 
This 
last paym ent was in respect to Flori­ 
d a land. The largest single honor­ 
arium was $7,500. 
In February of the 
fourth year $5,000 is set down as be­ 
stowed in a case of Trinity church 
(New York). 
In turning over this 
record leading m etropolitan and even 
provincial lawyers are astonished th at 
W ebster, although tw enty years in 
Boston, so undervalued his services. 
He learned b etter a t last. 
When 
Robert C. W inthrop looked a t the 
earliest date he said: 
"T hat’s just 
the time th a t I was ending my studies 
in W ebster’s office,” and the chirogra­ 
phy led him to add th a t W ebster 
never wrote a firm hand.
